ARTICUES I 
Objeci 
Sec. 1. To unite in fraternal fellowship, congenial stu- 


dents and alumni of Notheastern University or other univer- 
sities, colleges, or schools as may be designated hereatter. 


Sec Zee lO.aid and assist members=aawier elforis: 10 die 
tain a better education, greater success in business, and a 
wider and more useful life. 


Sec. 3. To foster and promote the welfare and success 
of the universities, colleges, and schools where Chapters of this 
Fraternity are established. 


ARTICLE II 


Organization 


Sec. 1. The organization of this Fraternity shall consist of 
local Chapters and a Board of Governors. 


Sec. 2. The Chapters shall be local units established by 
the Board of Governors. A Chapter may be established in any 
university, college, or school granting a legally recognized 
college degree. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Governors shall be elected by and 
from the various Chapters as hereinafter set forth. 


ARTICLE IV 
Organization of the Board of Governors 


Sec. 1. One or more Governors elected by and from each 
of the various Chapters shall constitute the Board of Governors. 


Sec. 2. Each Chapter shall elect between November Ist 
and December 3lst, one Governor for each fifty members or 
fraction thereof as of the first day of November of each year, 
to represent the Chapter on the Board of Governors for the 
next following calendar year, or until his successor is elected. 
No suspended members shall be included in determining the 
above quota. 


Sec. 3. The General Officers shall be elected by and from 
the Board of Governors. 


Sec. 4. The General Officers shall be: 


Governor-General Treasurer-General 
Vice-Governor-General Historian-General 
Secretary-General Auditor-General 


ARTICLE V 


Powers and Duties of the Board of Governors 


Sec. 1. The Board of Governors shall have the power to 
grant charters. Charters shall be granted only by a unanimous 
vote of the Governors present at a meeting of the Board called 
for that purpose. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Governors shall have the power to 
suspend or revoke charters for the good of the Fraternity. The 
Board of Governors shall assume charge of the affairs and 
property of the Chapters whose charters have been suspended 
or revoked. 


Sec. 3. It may prescribe regulations bearing on the rela- 
tions of Chapters to each oiher, and shall decide disputes in- 
volving two or more Chapters. 


Sec. 4. It shall prescribe the ritual which must be used 
without change by the Chapters, and shall make such other 
regulations as it may deem necessary for the proper presenta- 
tion of the ritual. 


Sec. 5. It shall enforce and interpret the provisions of 
this constitution. 


Sec. 6. It shall assess and collect from the Chapiers not 
over fifty cents per annum for each member, the number of 
members to be determined as of the date of the assessment, 
and shall include suspended members. 


sec. 7. The Board shall have free access to all of the 
records of the several Chapters on demand. It shall have 
power to summons officers or members to appear before it 
on matters concerning the good of the Fraternity. 


sec. 8. The Board of Governors shall adopt by-laws or 
regulations for the government of its own meetings and for 
the establishment of its own committees. 


sec. 9. The Board of Governors shall meet and organize 
in the month of January each year. It shall hold at least three 
other meetings during the year. 


Sec. 10. Meetings of the Board of Governors shall be 
called by the Governor-General or in his absence by the Vice- 
Governor-General. Upon written request of three members of 
the Board of Governors or ten members of the Fraternity or 
upon vote of a Chapter, the Secretary-General shall call a 
meeting of the Board of Governors within thirty days. 


ARTICLE VI 
Organization of Chapters 
sec. 1. Nine or more members holding a charter duly 
granted by the Board of Governors shall constitute a Chapter. 


Sec. 2. Each Chapter shall have a set of by-laws govern- 
ing its own activities. Such by-laws must be consistent with 
the principles of this constitution. 


ARTICLE VII 
Rights and Duties of Chapters 


Sec. 1. Each Chapter shall have full authority in the man- 
agement of its own affairs: so long as it abides by the provisions 
of this constitution. 


Sec. 2. Each Chapter shall keep the Board of Governors 
fully informed of all changes of membership on forms to be 
provided by the Secretary-General. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Membership 


Sec. 1. Admission to membership in this Fraternity shall 
be granted only to men of good moral character who are un- 
dergraduates or alumni of a university, college, or school in 
which a Chapter is established or in which the Board of Gov- 
ernors has voted to establish a Chapter. 


Sec. 2. No undergraduate of a designated school shall 
be admitted to membership unless he shall be a student in 
good standing and a candidate for a degree. 


Sec. 3. No undergraduate shall be admitted to member- 
ship until he shall have attended one full year in the designated 
school. 


sec. 4. No graduate shall be admitied to membership 
unless he be a holder of a degree from the designated school. 


sec. 9. Membership shall be by invitation only and shall 
be for life unless sooner terminated by resignation or expulsion. 


Sec. 6. Election to membership shall be by secret ballot 
and shall be without one dissenting vote. 


sec. 7. A membership may be transferred from one 
Chapter to another subject to requirements of the Board of 
Governors. 


sec. 8. Members shall be suspended for non-payment of 
dues for a period of two years or may be suspended for the 
good of the Fraternity. A member so suspended shall not be 
allowed to vote, attend meetings, or participate in any of the 
activities of the Fraternity during the period of his suspension. 


Sec. 9. Members may be expelled by a Chapter for the 
good of the Fraternity or for revealing to a non-member any 
of the secrets of the Fraternity, or for non-payment of dues. 


ARTICLE IX 


Amendments 


pec. 1. Any provision in this constitution may be 
amended and additional provisions adopted by a majority 
vote of Chapters, each Chapter having one vote. The vote of 
each Chapter shall be determined by a two-third vote of the 
members present at a legal meeting, the call for which included 
notice of the proposed amendment. Such notice must be given 
at least ten days prior to the meeting date.

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HISTORY 


“We believe strongly in the fraternity of men and in the idea 
that progress can best be secured through co-operation.” So declared 
the little group of twenty-six students of the School of Com- 
merce and Finance of the Boston Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation at a memorable meeting in the Association building 
on February 20, 1915, when the Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity was 
organized. 


The members of the class of 1914, the first to graduate 
from the School, had received their degrees eight months pre- 
viously, but many of them had returned to do post-graduate 
work for the Master’s degree. The time was approaching when 
the class of 1915 would also graduate and leave the School. 
During the year, the two classes had become thoroughly in- 
terfused, the post-graduates sitting with the seniors in courses 
which the former had not elected in their undergraduate days. 


Warm friendships had developed among the members of 
these two groups of pioneers in higher education in business. 
With regret they looked forward to the partings which would 
necessarily take place the following June. Not enough for 
them would be the usual annual alumni gathering or class 
reunion; something more real and intimate was needed. 


The suggestion of a Fraternity was first advanced by 
Brother James C. Purinton, ‘15, who took his idea to that good 
friend of all Commerce and Finance men of the earlier days, 
the man who as Dean gave body, soul, and life to the School 
—Professor Harry C. Bentley. With these two men, the plans 
for a Fraternity took definite form. 


Twenty-six men, eleven of the class of ‘14, thirteen of ‘15, 
and two of ‘16, were invited to meet for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the subject. At that meeting, held on February 20, 
1915, it was quickly and enthusiastically voted to establish a 
Fraternity to further the interests of the School, and to assure 
the continuance of the brotherly feeling which then existed, 
to the end that the progress of each member might be assisted 
by the co-operation of his brothers. 


Committees appointed to work out the problems of or- 
ganization included a Commiitee on Name and a Committee 
on Ritual and Initiation. The Committee on Organization, to 
which was given the task of drawing up a Constitution, con- 
sisted of Charles H. Cornell, ‘14, chairman; William W. Sharpe, 
Opec lciop, lo Lorle P*hyler = 1o,and/A.-Joseph Knox; 
‘l6. The committee to choose a name for the new fraternity 
and to design a suitable pin was composed of Clifton W. Gregg, 
donc wommome bir De Hil 15. ands Harvardck. Mann, 124: 
The Committee on Ritual was made up of Dana S. Sylvester, 
‘15, chairman; and Edward D. Richardson, ‘15. The Committee 
on Initiation, later consolidated with the Ritual Committee, in- 
cluded Carl W. Wright, ‘15, chairman; Edwin E. MacConnell, 
“loz and William S:-Cooper, (14. 
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A second meeting was held, this time on March 1, 1915, at 
which the Committee on Organization presented an Agree- 
ment of Organization which was adopied as the Constitution, 
and which, with minor amendments, served as the Constitu- 
tion until 1922, when it was revised to permit the formation of 
separate chapters. The Commitiee on Name recommended 
that the brotherhood be known as the Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity, 
symbolized by the three Greek letters P. T. K. A pin design 
was adopted, the same little plain gold pin which is still the 
official insignia of the Fraternity. The Ritual and Initiation 
Committee requested permission to demonstrate the result of 
their deliberation when the first candidates were to be pre- 
sented. This they did at the designated time in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner. 


The twenty-six men who had been invited to attend the 
first meeting became the Charter Members of the Pi Tau Kappa 
Fraternity. The organization was effected under the Agree- 
ment for the period ending June 30, 1915, whereupon the fol- 
lowing officers were elected:

The Agreement insured the permanence of the organiza- 
tion by providing for the election of new members from time 
to time. The first candidates, presented for initiation on April 
3, 1915, were J. Sherwood Snow, ‘16, and Gardner B. Wardwell, 
OL: 

The Fraternity at first grew slowly in numbers, due to the 
definite restrictions as to membership included in the Agree- 
ment, but the growth was a healthy one. 


By 1917, the year the United Staies entered the World War, 
the meetings were well attended and substantial progress was 
being made. The reality of war was brought home to the 
Fraternity when, on May 12, 1917, one of our brothers appeared 
at a meeting in the army uniform of our country. One by one, 
and in groups, the members answered the call to arms, until 
it was almost impossible to secure a quorum to transact busi- 
ness at a meeting. However, the meetings were held reg- 
ularly and through the courageous efforts of a few of the 
brothers, notably those of Secretary Joseph A. Dudley, ‘18, the 
spirit of the Fraternity was kept alive, to blaze forth again in 
peaceful and happier days following the home-comings. 


On October 25, 1919, a significant event took place — the 
establishment of a second Chapter, Beta, at the School of Com- 
merce and Finance of the Worcester Division of Northeastern 
College, with six members from the class of 1921, and three 
from the class of 1922. This spirit of growth was further evi- 
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denced in 1921, when, at a meeting held on March 16, four 
students of the School of Commerce and Finance of the Provi- 
dence Division, and eleven students of the School of Commerce 
and Finance, Springfield Division, were elected “Special Mem- 
bers” of Alpha Chapter, pending establishment of Chapters in 
those respective cities. 

It was apparent that if further Chapters were to be formed 
a definite plan of organization must be adopted. Accordingly, 
a committee was appointed to revise the Agreement of Or- 
ganization, and to provide for a Board of Governors, to be 
elected from the membership of all the Chapters, to assemble 
for the purpose of governing the Fraternity. The report of this 
committee was adopted on March 25, 1922, and in June of the 
same year the members of the first Board of Governors were 
elected: from Alpha Chapter — Charles H. Cornell, Tracy A. 
Dibble, Joseph A. Dudley, and George L. Kilgore; from Beta 
Chapter—Philip H. Hensel. Upon organizing, the Board elected 
Brother Cornell as the first Governor-General, and Brother 
Dibble as Secretary-General. 


An application for a charter as Gamma Chapter was re- 
ceived from the special members of Alpha Chapier who were 
located in Providence. This application was granted, where- 
upon Gamma Chapter was formally constituted at Providence 
on December 9, 1922, with nine members from the class of 


1923, and one from that of 1924. 


Early in 1923, those men who were special members of 
Alpha Chapter applied for a Chapter to be located in Spring- 
field. Delta Chapter was formally constituted on April 21, 
1923, when a charter was issued to seven members of the class 
of 1922, and four from the class of 1923. 


In 1924 appeared the first copy of “The Co-operator,” the 
Pi Tau Kappa publication. This small magazine, for fifteen 
years capably guided by Editor-in-Chief Tracy A. Dibble, was 
founded for the purpose of promoting friendship between mem- 
bers and Chapters. Constantly growing, both in scope and 
content, “The Co-operator” has served admirably as an instru- 
ment for clearing inter-Chapter affairs. Beyond that, it has 
chronicled the imporiant events, as well as the humorous 
trivia, in the lives of members as seen through the eyes of 
Chapter editors. 


Likewise in 1924, the Board of Governors promulgated a 
system of competition between the Chapters, having as its 
purpose the attainment of excellence in the execution of the 
dramatic and symbolical Ritual. As a climax to the Compe- 
titions held during the winter season, the formal Annual Com- 
petition brings to a close, in May of each year, the months of 
painstaking Ritual rehearsal. Trophies are awarded to the 
Chapter winning the Competition for the third time. The first 
contest was conducted in Boston on April 12, 1924. In 1929, 
the first trophy, an engraved silver cup, became the permanent 
possession of Beta Chapter. In 1930, as a departure, a monetary 
prize was awarded to Delta Chapter, the winner of competing 
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stage presentations. These funds were used to purchase a 
velvet banner, now in evidence at every Annual Competition. 
Delta Chapter in 1936 became the permanent owner of the 
second trophy, a silver plaque, the prize for success in three 
Competitions. The third trophy, another silver plaque, consti- 
tutes the prize for the present series. This year of the Twenty- 
fifth Anniversary finds Gamma twice a winner and Alpha 
Chapter once. 


The strong financial position of Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity 
in 1924 was attested by the acquisition of real property under 
corporate names, valued at more than six thousand dollars. 
Pi Tau Kappa Corporation, controlled by Alpha Chapter, pur- 
chased a summer camp at Furnace Pond, Pembroke. Pi Tau 
Kappa Association, under the control of Beta Chapter, pur- 
chased, after several years of rental, a cottage at Lake Quin- 
sigamond, Worcester. These pieces of property were disposed 
of in the period of retrenchment immediately following the year 


ine ae! 


The following year, 1925, marked the Tenth Anniversary 
of the founding of Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity. This event was 
celebrated with a full week of activity and entertainment. A 
Tenth Anniversary Year Book, containing members’ names and 
photographs, was issued to commemorate the occasion, under 
the editorship of Brother Tracy A. Dibble. In that one decade, 
the Brotherhood grew from an association of twenty-six mem- 
bers to a Fraternity composed of a Board of Governors, four 
Chapters, and a total membership of three hundred and twenty- 
six, divided as follows: Alpha—one hundred and seventy-seven; 
Beta — fifty-four; Gamma — forty-six; and Delta — forty-nine. 
This growth was not accomplished through the efforts of any 
one individual, nor through any group of individuals, but by 
the united and sustained effort of all the members, working 
in unity and co-operation for continued progress. 


The years following 1925 severely tested the mettle of our 
Fraternity and its members. Financial emergencies were re- 
ported within the Brotherhood in 1927. Alpha Chapter estab- 
lished a relief fund under the guidance of an Administrative 
Committee. Private subscriptions, plus an allocation of Chapter 
funds, made available a substantial sum of money, which was 
quietly distributed to members in need. An Employment 
Committee was established to report opportunities for work. 
A Sickness Committee was established during this period to 
bring cheer and companionship to brothers confined through 
illness. 


In the years immediately following the Stock Market crash, 
with its disastrous effect upon industry and trade, many mem- 
bers of Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity were reported out of employ- 
ment. To many, the fellowship available in meetings and 
Competitions, brought renewed courage and determination to 
conquer the difficulties of the times. 


Delta Chapter celebrated the Tenth Anniversary of its 
founding on April 8, 1933, with a banquet and appropriate 
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ceremony. Six of the eleven charter members were in at- 
tendance. Alpha Chapter marked the Twentieth Anniversary 
in February, 1935, with that good friend of Pi Tau Kappa, Alton 
Hall Blackington, in the role of interpreter of news and pictures 
of the day. 


The year 1936 marked the resumption of Governors’ visita- 
tions between the Chapters, resumed because of quickened 
interest and apparent ability of members to travel. 


Beta Chapter mourned the loss of Past-President John R. 
Pyne, who, with his infant son, perished during the hurricane 
on September 21, 1938, in a belated vacation at Mattapoisett, 
Massachusetts. This unprecedented windstorm and its accom- 
panying tidal wave caused tremendous damage to life and 
property in Providence. The members of Gamma Chapter, 
with their indomitable spirit and industry, began the work of 
rebuilding their communities. Even during this time the Pi 
Tau Kappa associations continued unabated. 


Far from neglecting the intellectual life for the purely 
social, Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity has maintained a close attilia- 
tion with the faculty in each of the Divisions for the purpose 
of promoting scholarship. Delta Chapter established a schol- 
arship in 1926—twenty-five dollars is awarded annually to the 
student who attains the highest average grades through the 
Junior year. Four members of Delta Chapter have won this 
award: Harley B. Goodrich, Roy Sargent, Morey I. Stearns, 
and Robert D. Gourlie. The names of these scholars are placed 
on a bronze tablet just inside the entrance to Northeastern 
University in Springfield. 


Beta Chapter, in a meeting held early in 1940, voted that 
the highest ranking student be awarded during Commence- 
ment exercises a handbook or reference volume appropriate 
to the courses pursued. The highest ranking Fraternity mem- 
ber will also be awarded a similar book should he not receive 
it at graduation under the former group. Beta Chapter par- 
ticipated in the furnishing of the new school building in 
Worcester, dedicated on May 1, 1938, with the formal presenta- 
tion of a large electric clock, placed in the Students’ Lobby. 


Pi Tau Kappa Fraternity is proud to count in its member- 
ship Russell Whitney, ‘29, a member of Delta, Dean of the 
School of Business, Northeastern University in Boston; and 
Philip H. Hensel, ‘21, a charter member of Beta Chapter, newly- 
appointed Dean of the School of Business Administration, 
Worcester Junior College. Other Pi Tau Kappa members have 
won distinction in the professions of law and accounting; still 
others have distinguished themselves in the political sciences 
or in the industrial, engineering, or distributive enterprises of 
their communities. 


Each Chapter has developed individuality during these 
years, a ‘ trade-mark” if one will: Alpha Chapter—for its well- 
attended, eagerly-awaited. presentation of ‘“Blackie;’’ Beta— 
for the Inter-Chapter Picnic, and the headline-compelling res- 
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cue of members and friends by the U. S. Coast Guard from a 
foundering vessel; Gamma—for its well-rounded calendar of 
diversified social activity; and Delta—for its Scholarship Fund, 
its eagerness for work and accomplishment, the notable Old 
Timers’ Night, which brings out eight of the eleven charter 
members, and the sophisticated Formal Dinner Dance. 


Now the year of 1940 has arrived. We are twenty-five 
years old. We commemorate the occasion by issuing, with 
Brother Harley B. Goodrich as Editor, this Twenty-fifth Anni- 
versary Year Book. From a beginning of twenty-six charter 
members in one Chapter, we have grown into a Fraternity of 
four Chapters and five hundred and seventeen members, 
divided as follows: Alpha—two hundred and twelve; Beta— 
seventy-eight; Gamma—seventy-six; and Delia—one hundred 
and fifty-one.
